Minutes of December 12, 2001 meeting postponed untii next meeting. 


ii. Mr. David Waikinshaw of Saviiie & Grannan Funerai Service requested a hearing to be appointed an agent to sign 
death certificates. Marie Waish described the process of buriai permit issuance and her roie in signing death 
certificates. Ms. Waish requested that shouid Mr. Waikinshaw be authorized to sign death certificates, that he report 
causes of death to her for epidemioiogicai purposes. The Board voted unanimousiy to authorize Mr. Waikinshaw's 
request. 

iil. Ms. Waish reported that the Massage Therapy Reguiations Review Committee has compieted the process of 
reviewing and comparing reguiations from other municipaiities. Copies of the draft reguiations wiii be avaiiabie at the 
next meeting for review and discussion. 

iV. Hearing Request: Mr. Robert Thomas requested a hearing in response to an inspection of his parent's property 
at 27 Dartmouth Street. Christine Connoiiy conducted the inspection at the request of the tenant. Ms. Connoiiy 
reported that Mr. Thomas was unabie to attend the hearing, but requested a deadiine extension to compiete repair 
inside the unit, as the tenants were denying access. Ms. Connoiiy aiso reported that the tenants wiii vacate the unit at 
the end of February. The Board voted unanimousiy to grant an extension - ali repairs must be oompieted by March 
15, 2002. 

V. Hearing Request: Mr. David Wiifert requested a hearing in response to an inspection of his property at 60 
Pieasant Street G-4. Ms. Waish conducted the inspection at the request of the tenant. Mr. Wiifert asked for an 
extension to compiete repairs inside the unit, and stated that the tenants have denied access. The Board voted 
unanimousiy to grant an extension -- aii repairs must be compieted by February 28, 2002. 

Vi. Denise Hunt Boucher reported that the Massachusetts Tobacco Controi Program experienced funding cuts for 
this fiscai year and that 4-8% cut of our funding from them is expected.
